I‘Erupmo tospeak to you to-night npon the
mmlject of uniyersal sullrage. By unlvorsal sofs
frage I mean that every eltizen who hos at-
tained the nge of manhood, a8 he has an jnte-
reet In the laws and government, and In the
mapport of the State aud pesce of socloty, has n
right to influence the State and lapollcy, and to
express that influence In the poleniinl mannor
dmpiied In the vole,. Another name for uni-
versal suffrage 18 manhood suffrage, or suffrage
based npon the mere fact of manhood, and not
- MPon any class roason or any suppouuﬁ prepne-
“watlon and fitness,

PRIVENRBAL SUFFEAGE THE AMERICAN IDEA.

And first, univorsal sulfrage I8 bul the earrys
sag out to the fall of the tendeuncies of our
Amerlean Ligtory. At first, In New England,
suffrage wik confined i0 chureh members, This
monnds to us stugular, bul It 1% o::l?v the local
wpplication of a principle whleh unforiunately
yet exists In force, namely, that only the best
qualified have n right to vote, If you hold that
only the wellvgquaiitied citizen has a right Lo
yote, you ought not to fnd fault with soy

articular mode of determining who are the

L qualified, Experlence has taught that
she Uhurch eould not save the Siate, but
that it was lwell corrapted, in that who-
ever wanted to vole was bribed for the sake
of it into chiurch mambership, But wo nead not
be ashinmed of the Ideas of oar fathers, that the
State s something sacred, and thit political
dnhr I8 so eminent as to require the beat service,
and it was noble in them 1o say “a real Chris-
tian 1% the best man,” Hels the best man, 1t
was wenk in them to suppose, however, that a
ehurch member was of course a Christinn, aad
that a man was of conrse not a Christian becanse
he was not a church member, Against their
fears, slowly, reluctantly, but surely and irre-
sistibly, the popular will pusbed baok the
barriers and wilened the clrele of voters,
and the tendency, from the very foundin
©f the colonles, has been In one way, withou
reaction, retrocession, or even tendency towards
. After two bundred years' experience, tho
sentiment of adyanced men of reflection aod |
wympathy with American ldeas of government
hutﬁl in favor of wider gufftage. And all slgns
show that the tlme |s come (o place this subjeot
on the ground of a unlversal principle, and thlke
it off from the ground of expediency. Weo ad- |
vocale universal suffrage as a right of man-
hood, and not as a privilege accorded by 1
mociety to the deserving, Unlversal sulfrage,
secondly; is a logicul result of Amerioan doe-
trines ol society. Al poimcaldpower beginsg
nnd inberes In the people, and Is allennted
from them only by @& erime. Aund if 1t
exist In any other form, as in magistracies and
vernments, it 1s by the delegation of thede
nerent rights of the people to officers or
bodles of men chosen by Lhe people to repre-
sent them, Custom may boave practieally
managed &0 that only a part of the people
should exerclse potential politleal power, but
the princip.e ls nniversal, and no man can hola
that all governments derive thelr power from
the governed, and then proceod to exclude

Houthern States freemen are now admitied to
equnl rights undor these Inwe, bat the adminis-

binok sud the white in the Bouth, The laws
respeeting vutraml wore made for while va-
Eranis and not for biacks. The lnwe respeoting
orphans and orphanage, as they were made ex.
cinsively in the interest ot one kind, and not
fit Lo be npplied to all kinds, To
blacks, tharefore, to equallty before those Iaws
is not a protection. They hear unequally
on one or snother olass, and so thongh
fon give equitabie administration to laws
t I8 neoossory that all olamses should
have had s volee prior to adminlstration in
legislation Jteelf, No olasa can be more tho-
roughly free than by putting the whole suffrage
in i seasion, lonving out of determination
who shall be admitted 1o it. All the power of
the State with us Ik ladged in the vo That
which 18 In the ¢rown aud o the seopire In
Epgland is in the vote in Amerien, and that
elnss that wields the vole wields syorything,
beanuse it s & majorily of tho people, It Is not
less a class, In America, however, I think
not one<fourth of the people vale, If yon
exclude  the forelgn  population  and
that part of the sdult population which tho
laws exélode, and all enlldron and women, it
will be found that the whaole politigal power
of the country 18 In the hands of about one.
fourth purt of its population, and of this part
not more than one-hall gpon an avorage ever
yote, and it may be sald that \he great quen-
dons of our land are settled Ly less than one-
Wi part of the popolation of the land, Is
no.thia to cons:'tute n oluss? If it s by defanit,
1t stlll magenthos ¢ that atiend to their pulitl-
enl duties aclags, sut i1 it be by law thatso largo
n part are l-xulmiml. then It s a dlass, eonstl-
tited by legal enaclment, and ougbt to be na
it 18 bere, aud more than it is 10 Bogland or
upon the contineot,

UNIVERSAL AGAIRET IMPARTIAL SUFFRAGE

But it Is asked mo in raply, “Would not tm-
artial suffrage be better than oolversal sul-
rage?" No, not if manhood suflrage i a right;
and I elaim that 1t is o rlght, nol s permission-—
oertaloply not when it s not lmpartial, Can
voting be impartial anter excluding one-hall of
the adult population on the ground of sex? We
have advanced gso far through the four years of
war that we ave got over our prejudice agalnst
color and mueh of our prejudies ngalnst our na-
tional differences; Lutl we have nol got over our
rejudice ngninst sex. Yeou I woald actept
mpartinl suffrage in a restrieled sense, as
the best I could get and take that ns a
vantage ground on which to make a better
attack and sweop dwany the lust remalolng
vestige of opposiition, “Would you admit with-
out eduention all men to the vote together,” I
would, “Would you admit the African thiat
could not read nor write?” I wonld., “Would
you go 80 far a8 to admit the Chinaman of Call-
fornin, Indians?"' Juost 80 far a8 they were
brought within the establishments of regular
organized politioal soclety, 1 would. I would
not admit foreigners until they had signified
thelr Intentlon of becoming citizens, s
there not vast doanoger of being deluged
with Lnse, bnd, and incompatent

men?” Yes: I do not know auy polut of
human life that 18 not sobmerged with
dangers. Themost dangerous thing s man can
do is to be born, After that it 1s a mere cholce
nmong dangers all through Iile. (Applause,)
It s dongerous Lo admit every man 1o a vole,
and it 18 dangerous Lo exelude from the vote,
Education, nol restriction, 1s the watehword

aud safoly over the ballot box, (Appiause.)
The best condition of the best men requlres
that they shonld be edneated, and all men mmde
capable of their elvil duttes. It I8 dangerous to

bave 50 many lgnorant men; thereforg, do away
with lgnorance, aud mage Lthem safe,

BUFFRAGE AN EDUCATOR.
But suflrage is ltself a powerfal education,
Uousider what guesions have been disoussed
in camp, in coltage, in the sthop, in the hust-
lngs, in the papers; the rights of men, the
structure of soclety, the nature of Government,
the policy of States, the limits of war, the lnws
of trade, political economy, This natlon has
become familinr with great questions daring
the educntion of the war, When n man has a
n vole he has & grent many schoolmasters,

Jarge clusses of the governed from the use of
that power. without gol nF aver Lo the doetrines
of aristocracy, In our day there is choleo left
10 o consistent, reasoning, loglenl mind only
between the Lwo theories, the democratiec snd
aristoeratic, Wefare bound to come Lo come Lo
the ground that every cltlzen haos a right to
wolte, or we aire bound to go back boldly to the
aristocratie ground, and  say  “only the
best eltizens have aright to vote.” We have
never consistently carried out our own prinel-
in Amerien. We have really proceeded on
he theory that the Government belongs to the
best part of soclety, In othor words, wa have
given a very Imperfect rendering to the prinei-
ple that soclety ought to be In the hands of
educated apnd moral men, It onght; but it
ought to be in their hands only by eduacating
lnfl rendering moral éevery mnn in it, which is
a very different thing Mrom taking a elass of
soelety that are educated and morsl, and saying
that In them inhere Prlvurgou political, because
the State 18 benefited by their exercising them,
and the exclusion of others. I hold that reason
should vote,sand morality should vote,and there-
fore, I bold that it s indispensable that reason
and morallty should be earried down, Just as |
long as you can find a man, to the very bottom
of soclety., We have reasoned, however, one
way; we have noted another; and to be consis-
tent with our own doctrines we can take no
other nd than this, that if all power origi-
nall longs to the p«.)?l&! all the people have
& right to the exerclse o at power, and dis-
erimination in favor of one olass, whether on
moral or intelleetonl grounds, and agalnst
nother, 18 odious and Inconsistent with ouar
wn political philosophiy.

BUFFRAGE A MATURAL RIGHT.

Thirdly. I hold that manhood suffrage is In-
tripsica Just and right as well as conslstent
with our J:nllouophy; and in the line of our
historieal development it is the right of every
man to have a volee in whatever affeots his
name, his happiness, nis family, his proparty,
his safety, and his own life, Laws and politics
do 1his, and every man, if there be any such
thing as & natural right, bas a right to a volce
and Influencein determining laws and policles
which reach him, sift him, which make the
difference botween happlness and prodperity ln

is ecase, or subversion and wretchedness,
Where can you find au natural right If it is not

in this nelghborhood? It I8 sald that
soclelty has  the right of self-preserva-
slon, What s soclety, as distingulshed

from Lhe people? The peosle have the rightto
preserve themselves, and, to do it, to tear
sociely Lo pleces, I it be needful to changae it, to
modify its struotural institntions, But society,
as something differont from the whole people,
has no rights, Socloly meaus goyRroment, or
the organized condition of the peoplo, And
poclery, as distingulsbed from thé people, hus
no rights which a democratic people are bound
o respect. If the whole paople agres with
itasell that a part of It shall not vote, and that
part consent to It that is thelr lookout; but for
nn arlstoeratio majority to agree together that,
the other party shiall not vote, 1s an Injustice,

It may sald that In  making the
laws Lthe best men should he employed;
but that once made, all the peo-
le should recelve & ocommon and ke

ustice before the laws, 80 that the adminls-
tration of law being Just and right, the benefits
of governmont will become egual, universai,
and that thera ia no need of universal suifrage
in the construction of the Iaw. Dutl anawer,
eriminal laws and thelr adminlstration are
but & very small part of the Governmentinfi-
ence. Commercial laws have far maore to do
with convenlence und with DI'UGI‘*—'”‘T- for they
determine the whole flow of ordinary life,
Now, it may be Inid down o8 a Nindarmoutal
eanon, that no class of men are fit 1o legislate
for another cluss; that every class kKnows iis
own Inlerests, and no legislation I8 just In
which all Interests have not been firly repre-
sented and felt, Ishould like to know if monay-
lenders could be trusted to make the lawsfor
borrowers of money, Would you parmit oredi-
tors to make all the laws thiat were to lnfluence
deblors? or debtors to male the laws out of the
bands and over the heads of oreditors? They
have to tussle for 1t and get s compromlise bes
tween them, Would you allow importers to
malce the lanws, or would you allow home manu-
Iacturers o make the laws? Do you not lend
mabove all that contest, and got to no equilibriam?
Can poor 'men suffer the more parental righ
man 1o frime the poliey of Indusiry? Are we
bound to lal the employer muke all the laws,
and the employed o have no volee? What is
1he question, the rebellion of the hour in labor
but this, thata ® class of men in interest
have direotly or indireetly been excluded from
dotermining policles?  Kverybody fesls his own
want, sort or olass know thelr own necss-
sition a8 nobody else can kuow them,aud no
ﬁmnmmhaoqgrhlem hinwhich the

When Patrick first comes over hers no one
cures for bim, but after he Is natarnlized he lias
o schoolmaster, when he sits down Lo
his meal ready to teach him whieh way
to vole, and at the end of five years he ocan
vole ns well as you. Bul 1t is sald, **Yon
agree 1o exclude arliminnly, idiots, thosge not of
nge, and paupers, with women, You are not
consistent, therefore, In ndvooiting the doc-
trines of universal suflrage.”’ I reply, we ex-
clude eriminals because they have forfeited
thelr rights under sovlety. Idiols, because they
are not men, A walch-case is not o wateh, and
& man-case 18 nol o man. (Sensutlon.) We ex-
clude those under uge becnnsse we must have
some time when o man beootnes & man, Faua-
peis are excluded, bot pauperlsm g not
crimiunl, and paupers ought mnot to for-
feit political rights, It is u shame for mis-
fortune and trouble to be a disgrace. Pau-
pers ought to vote, But how about women ?
tan any reason be given why the natural
rights of worhen are not Just the same as the
patural rights of man? Can you say boacause
she in g womnn she has not the rights of reason,
moral sentiment, soclal affection, and all the
What ir
by sume accldent clvil power had first been put
into the hands of woimnen,and the question was,
whether men would be admitied to sutfrage,
now what kind of argument would yon have in
saying, "'God made women spoecinlly to govern?"
I think 1 conld make it, a priori, &8 much
stronger argumaeant agalnst men's coming now
and voting than now men are able w make it
agalinst wornen's young.

WOMAN'S INFLUENCE ON PURBLIC AFFAIRS,

Ithink the latter question of elvilization is
guch as Indlcates, providentially Indleates, &
ecullar want of that which woman's mind
rings to the Influence of public affulrs, Io the

| beginning of soclely its wanis and interesis are

lnrgely materinl and physical, In the materinl
condition of affalrs, as an adjunct and attri-
bute to I, these are characteristics; butb as
soclety unfolds and developes more and more,
the question driges, does It not become more ln-
tellectual, more etherenl and esthotical? Woman
is peculiarly adapted by her organization, her
instincts, her judgment, ber own Jove of thought
adapts her 1o be wise and matared on ethical
and esthetical questions, The gquestion of adus
cation Is more and more In voguue., The great
question of to-day nre the questions of humalty,
of reformation, of morailty-——questions of labor,
questions of ten thousand suffering in human
soclety. All these are ovecoming legislative
questions, These are the very questions that
womun's mind s zuliar f organized to
judge of, and to ju .ie of wisely. We need
these elements whether women nesds Lo
vote or not, men nesds to have them Lo
vote, and society needs them, The loflusnce
of women in politios, and fn morality 1s
not to be left unconsidered, Now public
affulrs are selfish, sordid, and coarse, and
men asre upjust and will bo so, us long 88 the
ballot is contined alobe to the hands of men,
and this will beseen by what hos taken place
wherever woman has mingled ber influence
with man—in the schoolhouss, In the churoh,
in the nelghborhood, in elvilization, In soclety
at large. Clyllizgation and refinemeont will take
place wherever woman mingles her influence
in the administration of publie affalrs, It s
asked me U 1 would permit my wife and
daughter to dabble lo the turmoll and sxcite-
ment of public affulrs? My reply 18, Lhe pre.
gence of women will takke nway the exeltoment
and change the nature of things 1o this respoct;
nol to-day, perhaps, or to-morrow. Butdo you
believe that the eandiduates for publle oflice
would present themselvesascandldates with the
knowledge that women would vole, that such
men wonld show Lhelr faces as now unblush-
ingly as candidates, (Applause,) Do you he-
Heve that if the judgment of woman's moral
skenge, of mothers, wives, and slsters, were to
6lL In judgment on mannoers as well ason men,
that sueh things would be tolorated that exists
now almost with impunity? Do you not boliave
thot if the tribnnpg) of adjudieation were made
upof the moral sense of men, quickened by
woman's seusibility, a nore siringeut morallty
would prevall, and a bigher toneof honor would
succeed, Lo the denth of meanness and sordld-
